Daughters of the American Revolution 


Have Taken Up the Work—In Kan- 
sas the Trail Will Be Marked by 
Granite Monuments. 


The Daughters of the American Rev- 


olution have undertaken to mark the 
old Santa Fe trail, of historic memory, 
says a special dispatch from Kansas 


, Ivlu., u> die SL. Louit> uiobe-L»ein- 


ocrat .In Kansas City and' Jackson 
county, Mo., a similar work will be 
done to conuect at the state line with 
the Kansas monuments. For working 
the trail west of the Kansas state line 
to the New Mexico border the Colorado 
legislature has made an appropriation. 
This leaves only the gap in New Mex- 
ico to be marked. 


In aid of the project the Kansas leg- 


islature has granted an appropriation 
of $1,000, but the greater part of the 
money necessary to defray the expense 
will be given by the men, women and 
children and by the schools and 
churches of the state of Missouri. Al- 
ready the public schools of Missouri 
have had penny contributions, and the 
daughters will devise other means by 
which the patriotism and the public 
spirit of the people will be reached. 
The design is to make it a monument 
of the people to the memory of the 
hardy plainsmen who blazed the way 
for the civilization which since has 
come to the great American desert. 


The trail in Kansas will be marked 


with stoues taken from a granite quar- 
ry near the town of Granite, Okla. Of 
this granite about four monuments to 
a county will be used. 
Later mile- 


stones made of cement, dug from the 
soil of Kausas, will be set between the 
granite monuments. Two of the gran- 
ite monuments already have been set 
in Johnson county by local associa- 
tions, and this summer other local as- 
sociations along the course of the old 
trail will set stones. The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe Railway company 
will suitably mark the trail where that 
railroad crosses. 


In making the survey for the monu- 


ments the oldest inhabitants and other 
survivors of the period will be consult- 
ed. For since the advent of the rail- 
way and the consequent abandonment 
of the trail the course of this ancient 
path of caravan commerce, except in 
isolated localities of the remote south- 
west, has been obliterated by the fruit- 
ful farms, the town sites and the stat- 
utory highways of modern civilization, 
and the memories of the men and wo- 
men who used the trail in its latter 
day or have witnessed its passing must 
be depended upon. 


In the eastern part of Kansas old 


wells, roadhouses and trees where 
halts were made for the noonday re- 
freshments and the groves where the 
night camps were pitched, so far as 
possible, will be restored. In the west, 
beyond the Cottonwood river in Kan- 
sas to the end of the trail, where the 
real hardships and dangers of the long 
journey across the plains began, the 
sites of the military posts, long since 
abandoned, will be marked and an- 
cient landmarks preserved. The site 
of old Fort Mann in Kansas, which 
was surprised by Indians and the gar- 
rison massacred, and of old Fort 
Bent in Colorado, especially, will be 
marked. 


Although unused, abandoned and al- 


most forgotten this famous path of 
commerce, the forerunner of a great 
transcontinental railway, still marks 
the solitude of the plains. The wagon 
ruts are grassgrown, but distinct The 
roadside still bears the scars of camp 
fires, long since quenched by the snows 
and rains of a third of a century. 
.Even evidences of the caches of the 
early voyagers of the prairies remain. 
The towns which were founded and 
the 
settlements 
which 
grew 
and 


thrived upon the caravan traffic have 
passed from the map. 
All the busy 


.commerce of the plains is gone, but 
God's pastures remain, and, succeed- 
.ing the wild Indian and the migratory 
bison, have come the peaceful Amer- 
ican and his herds of domestic cattle. 


The old trail in Rice county, Kan., 


crossed the largest deposit of salt in 
the world, which is 200 miles long and 
SCO feet thick. 


Farming Without Horses. 


Sully county in Minnesota claims to 


have the most perfect example extant 
of a horseless farm, writes an Arling- 
ton, 
Minn., correspondent of the St. 


Paul Pioneer Press. The Groseclosea 
brothers have a big tract of land which 
they are cultivating entirely without 
the aid of horses or other animals. 
Their plowing, harrowing, seeding, 
harvesting and marketing are all done 
with motor machinery. Every trip to 
town is made in a motor car. It is 
claimed that they were able to put the 
prairie into better shape with their 
heavy machinery than could be done 
by horse? with several times the num- 
ber of laborers at present eiaplojed.

Valve Burst.

At Fourth and Locust streets yester- 


day evening, two accidents occurred, 
and in one, the lives of two employes 
were imperiled while in the second 
one, an innocent bystander, a 12-year 
old boy, Paul Holmes of iol Elniwood 
avenue, was almost drowned. 


Again at Eleventh 
and Granville 


street, the open trench, poorly pro- 
tected, almost caused a fatal accident 
when a woman driving a phaeton al- 
most tumbled into the ditch. 


WORKMAN NEARLY DROWNED. 
About 4 o'clock Thursday afternoon, 


an attempt was made to test the line 
of pipes from Ash street to Locust. 
The mains had been filled with w.ater- 
froni the mains of the old water eqn"' 
pany and an engine was putting ;.on: 
the pressure to raise,-jt.to .i,iO pounds! 
At Locust street a big cross,.had .just, 
been completed and a large :gate. valve; 
was closed down to retain ...the -water., 
in the mains. On the section- of the 
main leading west from the -cross, 
three lengths of pipe, which together 
with the big valve, 
weighed about 


7,000 pounds, was all that was resist- 
ing the pressure of 
24,000 pounds 


which was being forced against 
the 


valve. The foreman neglected to brace 
the pipe to resist the pressure, de- 
pending on the weight of the pipe to 
resist the pressure. 


Suddenly there was a roar and the 


entire contents of the main for sev- 
eral thousand 
feet 
were suddenly 


dumped into the trench and two work- 
men who were caulking the 
joints 


where a small leak was noticed, were 
caught in the flood. 


One man was blown ten feet away 


by the force of the volume of water. 
The other was pinioned under the 
main and for a time it looked as 
though Jhe would be drowned. Fortu- 
nately, the excavations at this point 
had opened a large trunk sewer and 
after the first deluge, the water was 
rapidly carried away and the work- 
men were rescued; 


The'-forte of the- pressure was great' 


enoiigh to lift the short section of the 
16rinch main which was put down on 
Locust street, and shove it nine inches 
from the end of the main where the 
water was escaping.

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OHIO IN HISTORY 
0 


" SIO was admitted to the Union as a state in 1803, but prior to that 


Important event the pioneers made much important history. The 
story of Obk> before statehood is a record of heroic pioneering, in 
which a hardy and determined race of white men battled against the 


wilderness and its savage tribes, the struggle resulting at length in the com- 
plete mastery of the situation, though at fearful cost. Ohio first appears in 
history when Robert La Salle, on a journey of adventure in 1669, discover* 
the Ohio river and ascends its waters to a point where the city of Louisville 
now stands. .Thirteen years later La Salle's discoveries resulted in the acqui- 
sition by France of title to the great Mississippi valley. The area of Ohio re- 
maiaed FrencB territory until 1763, when by the treaty of Paris it was turned 
over to Great Britain. 


In what Is now Shelby county, on the great Miami river, the first settle- 


ment of English speaking people was established in the present boundaries of 
fl»e fttate. This was in 1749. The settlement was called Pickawillany. Thre« 
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Utterly .destroyed the settlement. Some men of means from England and Vir- 
ginia in 1748 organized the Ohio Land company, with the object of colonizing 
the newly discovered Ohio valley. 
This movement was violently opposed by 


tte French, but was supported by the British authorities. The Ohio company 
complained In 1753 to Governor L)inwiddie of Virginia of the French interfer- 
ence, and the governor sent George Washington, then only twenty-three years 
old, Into the region to endeavor to end the friction through peaceable means. 
He was not successful. Finally the treaty of Paris gave England title to the 
country, and for ten years there was peace. 


When the war for independence began the Americans fortified various 


points in the future state, the first of which was Fort Laurens, which was oc- 
cupied until 1799. 
In the five years following 17SO Ohio was the theater of 


fierce warfare against the Indians. Colonel George Rogers Clark was promi- 
nent In these fights. Th,ere were massacres on both sides. In 1782 a number 
of white women and children were brutally slam by Indians, and in retalia- 
tion Colonel Williamson led a force against the redskins. In the eastern cen- 
tral part of Ohio this force massacred with horrible brutality a tribe of Mora- 
vian Indians, who were peaceable and unoffending Christians. Later in tha 
same year Coloael William Crawford led 500 men against the tribes in north- 
ern Ohio and near the present site of Upper Saudvsky was badly defeated. 
He lost a hundred men and was himself captured and burned at the stake. 


By.the treaty of 1783 Great Britain relinquished to the United States all 


the territory- east «£ the Mississippi river. A portion of this vast region, in- 


GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


ARTHUR ST. CLAiR—1787-1803. 


Arthur St. Clair \va<! the first governor of the Northwest Territory, of which 


the present state of Ohio was a part. St. Chiir was born in Siutluiul in 1734. 
He was a close student and was gi\en the benelit of a classical education. H« 
studied medicine, but military pursuits appealed to him more, and he secured 
a subaltern's appointment and was with \V->'fe in the storming of Quebec. 
After the peace of 17*33 he was assigned the command of Fort Ligonier. in 
Peunsyh auia, and ..when the Revolutionary war commenced he was ap- 
pointed colonel of Continentals. He was promoted to the rank of brigadier 
and afterward to major general. AVhen St. Clair abandoned Ticonderoga on 
the approach of Burgoyue's army, charges of cowardice. Incapacity and treach- 
ery were brought against him. He was tried by court martial and acquitted. 
After the passage of the ordinance for the govi rnmeiit of the Northwest Terri- 
tory he was made governor and continued in the office until within a few weeks 
of the.termination of the territorial form of government in the w inter of 1802-03, 
when he was removed by President Jelierson. He died at Greens-burg Aug. 31, 
ISIS.

eluding the present state of Ohio, was called the Northwest Territory. On 
Oct. 8/i787, congress elected officers for a territorial government, Arthur St. 
Clair beJnjf made: •governor. On April 7. 1788, General Rufus Putnam and a 
bawl of other Connecticut pioneers arrived in the territory and founded tlif- 
town of Marietta, this being the first attempt at settlement under the new 
state of affairs. 
Governor St. Clair had inaugurated the reign of United 


States law, and the first court ever held on Ohio territory was opened at 
Marietta Sept. 2. 


The city of Cincinnati was founded late in December, 17SS, by Mathias 


Denman and fifteen companions. 
Governor St. Clair. arrived there Jan. 2, 


1799, andvby proclamation established Hamilton county, fixing Cincinnati as 
the county seat. This was the first organized beginning of the great state. 
Meanwhile many other towns had been established by small bands of pio- 
neers. By the year 1799 the towns of Marietta, Columbia, Cincinnati, North 
Bend, Gallipolis, Manchester, Hamilton, Dayton, Franklin, Chillicothe, Cleve- 
land, Franklinton, Steubenville, \Villiamsbur? and Zanesville were enjoying 
peace and prosperity and were gradually growing. 


But a second war with the Indians had been necessary. In 1790 Governor 


St. Clair, with a force of about 1.400 men, had marched against the hostile 
tribes and met with overwhelming defeat. 
Then came "Mad" Anthony 


Wayne upon the scene. General Wayne drilled and equipped 3,000 soldiers. 
met the Indians near Greenville Aug. 20, 1794, and at the battle of Fallen 
Timbers inflicted upon them such a crushing defeat that the Indian question 
In Ohio was permanently settled. 
• 


By 1798 there were in the Ohio region 5,000 male inhabitants of full age 


•which entitled the settlers to a territorial government. In December territo 
riaJ-;p4£>Vesentatives were elected, and the following February the first legisla- 
ture'met at Cincinnati. Edward Tiffin of Ross county was elected, speaker. 
William Henry Harrison, afterward elected president of the United States. 
was chosen as the territorial delegate in congress. Ohio was still the North- 
west Territory. Then the western part was tut off and erected into the Ter- 
ritory of Indiana, Harrison being made governor. 


On April 3, 1802, an act of fingre'^ wn^ psi^-wi f-nnbiing the Ohio peordo 


to form a state government. 
The constitutional convention fixed the Plate 


capital at Cbillicothe until 1808. 
The first state governor. Edward Tiffin. wa« 


elected in January, 1803. 
The first state legislature met at Chillicothe the 


first day of the following March. Thomas Worthington and John Smith were 
•lected to the United States senate. Later Smith was charged with being 
engaged -with Aaron Burr in treasonable conspiracies. A motion to expel him 
from the senate failed of the necessary two-thirds vote, but he rescued and 
Return J. Meigs, Jr., was elected to the offiVe. 
In 1M»> Columbus became th-> 


permanent state capital. The present statehou'e vas begun on July 4, 1S39. 


Ohio has played a prominent part in all our wa 
%s. For the Mexican war 


•be furnished more men than any other northern state. 
Antislavery senti- 


ment, however, was strong, and in 1849 there was held what is known as "the 
entialavery legislature." The Republican party grew ont of those discussions. 
the first State convention of the new party being held in Ohio, at Columbus.

Thus Mr. Aldrich 
was left free to write as be pleased 
and what he pleased, not bsing de- 
pendent upon his pen for his bread and 
butter. The result was that practically 
all his work was. artistic. 


While working as a clerk in his 


uncle's counting house in his later 
teens young Aldrich practiced poetry 
on the_ side. 
Edmund Clarence Sted- 


man, whose friendship with the noet 
antedates the day of '-Bab'e Bell.'' hag 
related that when Aldrich's uncle, who 
objected to his young assistant wast- 
ing valuable time over "rhymes," 
learned that James T. Fields had paid 
the lad ?13 for a poem he was rlum- 
founrlprl and naively exclaimed, ''Why 
don't you scud one to the thundering 
fool every day?" 


In 1835, when he was nineteen and 


was still working for his uncle, he 
brought out IPs first volume—a thin 
duodecimo—entitled ''The Bolls—A Col- 
lection of Chimes." Like all young au- 
thors,, Aldrich WPS proud of lus first 
book, and he himself has told how 
when the first copy came from tho 
binder'* he dispatched it to the author 
of ''The Autocrat at the Breakfast 
Table," as if Dr. Holmes had been im- 
patiently waiting for it. 


"In return." said Mr. Aldrich, ''I re- 


ceived the kindest letter ever written 
by a colebiity to an obscuritv. 
It 


virtually told me not to make any 
more verses unless I could make hot- 
ter ones. 
It told me thi«, but with 


such delicate frankness of phrase that 
it seemed to me as If the writer had- 
laid his ha.ul in tensor reproof upon 
my shon'Jcr. as an elder brother might 
have done." 


Th" advice thus kindly en on and np- 


prcuatively taken had its due offoct. 
He proceeded, in fact, to show that he 
could "make hotter ones," and ho did. 


I» IS.jO. bofore ho had reached hi3 


majority, his "Ballad of Babie Boll and 
Other Poems" was woll received. 


Mr. Aidrieh was brilliant in conver- 


sation. Mark Twain once said: 


"Aldrich can't help being witty. He 


is a fire opal set round with roi« dia- 
monds. Whon he is not speaking, yon 
know that hi? dainty fancies are twin-

glimmering within him. 


When he speaks the diamonds flash.

Richardson, who conducted the ex- 
amination of the talesmen, was also 
examination of the talesmen, was also 
particular to ascertain their attitude 
toward Socialists and members of la- 
bor organizations, and whether they 
could give them a fair trial. He was 
also anxious to know if they had any 
professional, personal, fraternal, relig- 
ious or political affiliations with any 
of the counsel for the state, any con- 
nection with detective agencies, any 
experience in the pursuit or prosecu- 
tion of criminals, or were members of 
the mine owners' association. Rich- 
ardson also asked if they had contrib- 
uted to any fund for the prosecution 
of the prisoners, if they were members 
of the citizens' alliance, if they remem- 
bered the old labor troubles in Idaho 
and if they had taken sides in the 
labor trouT)]es at any time. A remark- 
able featu.8 of this examination was 
that all o' *ne talesmen questioned by 
the defense swore that they had not 
been influenced by the letter of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or the speeches of 
other officials of the national or state 
governments, and a majority of them 
said they were Republicans. 


The chief concern of the counsel for 


the state in the examination of tales- 
men, as indicated by their questions, 
was their attitude toward circumstan- 
tial evidence, the absence of the ac- 
cused from the state when the crime 
was committed, the effect of the man- 
ner in which the prisoner and his com- 
panions were brought from Colorado, 
view of the talesmen to the death pen- 
alty for murder in the first degree and 
union labor. They also 
questioned 


each talesman as to his acquaintance 
•with the murdered governor, with a 
view to disclosing friendship or en- 
mity. Their examination brought out 
the fact that certain labor and So- 
cialist papers are being distributed 
free of charge in parts of Ada county. 


Rainstorms In Louisiana. 


New Orleans, May 10.—Louisiana

Lahore, Butish India, May 10.—Se* 


rious rioting has broken out in eastern 
Bengal. 
A band of about 2,000 Dsu 


coits looted the bazaar at DewanganJ, 
burned down some adjacent Tillages 
and also set fire to the town of Tara« 
kanda, 10 miles from Xazirabad, cap* 
ital of the district. A large numbett 
of the rioters were arrested. 


Everything now points to the im- 


minence of a native outbreak here, and 
the authoiities are taking all the steps 
possible to suppress it by force of 
arms. Ths political unrest is hourly 
assuming graver propoi tions. Bands of* 
stalwart 
rustics, armed with blud- 


geons, who have been enlisted by the 
leaders of the re\olt, are crowding1 


into the native city, and troops of all 
arms and bodies of police, mounted 
and dismounted, are being drafted into 
the city of Lahore from all parts of 
the province. The 
fortifications 
of 


Lahore have been subjected to a spe- 
cial inspection, and the artillerymen 
have been reinforced. 


The lieutenant governor of the Pun- 


jab, Sir Denzil Ibbetson, has issued a 
proclamation prohibiting meetings of 
every kind, and solemnly warning the 
public not to attend any assemblages 
under pain of severe punishment. In 
addition, he has struck at the root of 
the revolutionary movement by caus- 
ing the arrest of a prominent lawyer, 
Lajpatrai, who was the leader, finan- 
cier and organizer of most of the sedi- 
tious demonstrations and revolution- 
ary riots in the Punjab. Immediately 
fter being taken into custody Lajpa- 
trai was depoited to another province. 
His arrest caused a profound sensa- 
tion among the Hindus, who hitherto 
had 
believed that the authorities 


would not dare to take such drastic 
action.

CEDAR FOR LEAD PENCILS. 


New Bought by the Pound and Grow- 


ing Scarcer Each Year. 


The lead pencil Is one of the most 


common articles in everyday use, and 
nearly 320,000,000 pencils are manu- 
factured in this country every year. 
To manufacture these millions of pen- 
cils there are required 110,000 tons, or 
7,300,000 cubic feet, of wood, so that 
each day in the year 300 tons, or 20,- 
000 cubic feet, of wood are used for 
pencils. 
Since practically all of the 


wood is red cedar and since the pencil 
industry is steadily growing, the sup- 
ply of red cedar is greatly depleted, 
yet no substitute has been found for 
it, says the New York Times. Leaving 
out of consideration the imported pen- 
cils, the average educated American 
over ten years of age uses six pencils 
of home manufacture each year. Ten 
years ago he used less than five,'

ami when grown under best conditions 
is very free from defects. Because of 
its pwuliai- qualities no equally good 
substitute for it has ever been found, 
and it is doubtful if any other wood 
using industrw is so dependent upon a 
single species as the pencil industry is 
dependent upon red cedar. 
In fact, 


red cedar suitable for pencil manufac- 
ture is the only wood the price of 
which is always quoted by the Bound. 


Strange as it may seem, no st«.ps 


have heretofore been taken to provide 
for a future supply of red cedar. This 
has been largely due to a Jack of in- 
formation on the rate of growth and 
the habits of the tree and to the wide- 
spread belief that second growth red 
cedar never reaches merchantable size.- 


In accordance with its policy toward 


the conservation and economic use of 
commercial woods the forest service 
has made a careful study of red cedar 
aud has come to the conclusion that it 
can profitably be grown in regions of 
its development. Several changes are 
recommended in present forest man-; 
ageiueiit in order to secure the desired 
growth. 
In the southern forests the 


cedar will have to be given a better 
chance instead of being considered, as 
now, a negligible quantity in its youn- 
ger stages, and many of the forest 
grown trees which are now cut for 
fence posts can profitably be left to 
attain their full development and thus 
become available for pencil wood.
